In the Claims : 

Please amend claims 36 and 37 to read as follows: 

36. (Amended) A method of flowing fluid through a peritoneal dialysis catheter 
comprising the steps of: 

flowing fluidunto a first lumen at a proximal end of the peritoneal dialysis catheter; 

flowing the fluid in the first lumen to a curved path of the first lumen; 

flowing the fluid in the curved path through a fluid opening in the curved path and out of 
the peritoneal dialysis catheter; 

flowing the fluid which exited the peritoneal dialysis catheter from the opening in the 
curved path into a second lumen at a distal end of the peritoneal dialysis catheter; and 

flowing the fluid in the second lumen to a fluid opening at the proximal end of the 
peritoneal dialysis and out of the peritoneal dialysis catheter.
